2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the word "means." 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. 

There is no description of the second disc having openings as set forth in claim 
7. 

There is no description of there being more than one outer disc as set forth in 
claim 8. 

There is no description of the second disc having a smaller diameter than the first 

disc.

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 15 and 16 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 15 the term "had" should be changed to - -has- -. 

In claim 16 a "pair of first discs" is claimed in line 5, but only one "first disc" is set 
forth in lines 6 and 7, making the claim unclear as to how many first discs are being 
claimed. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In each of claims 1 and 16, the "backside" is inferentially set forth and it is not 
clear which side of the cover this would be or how many backsides would be present. 
The "first plate" of claim 14 lacks antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-19 would appear to be allowable over the prior art of record pending the 
correction of the objections to the drawings, the specification, and the objections and 
rejections of the claims, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references show wheel covers and spinner assemblies.
